tion for that office is drawn from a nu mber of 
names in a hat, and happens to fall u pon a 
clownish figu re who hesitates abou t accepting 
the nomination for fear of what his mother 
might think of him if he did. 
There is a say ­ 
ing. attribu ted to Theodore Roosev elt, that an 
American had two sons, one of whom was lost 
at sea, and the other became v ice-president of 
the United States,—imply ing that he, too, was 
lost. 
It is a pity that the framers of the Con­ 
stitu tion cou ld not hav e imposed some greater 
du ty u pon the v ice-president than to preside 
ov er the Senate, with the priv ilege only of 
listening to the endless talk of senators to a 
v acant chamber.
